On the other hand, those more

Washington, Aug. 19. 

Representative Erl- 
ward Gossett, Democrat 
from ,Texas, announced 
today‘that he would in- 
froduce:a bill calling for 
a 50 per cent cut in all 
United States immigra- 
tion quotas when Con-

This announcement followed 
President Truman's plea to per- 
mit more - European . refugees, 
Including Jews, to enter the 
United States.

FRENCH IMPRESSIONISTS — 


The whole course of English 
painting ‘was drastically nltored 
by the arrival in London, fn 1859, 
of a young American painter call- 
ed Jamex Whistler, who came 
straight from Paris, whero he haa 
spent four.years In the studio of 
an academic artist called Cloyre. 
His first painting exhibited at tho 
Royal Academy, in 1860, started 
n battle, the effect of which on! 
British art was not seen for thirty | 
yenrs, but which has, at any rate 
temporarily, .bcen disastrous. 
British ort Im the second half 
of the nincteen century was, for 


the most part meretricious, in- 
sincere, and trivial. Over all, 
atood the Royal Academy, and 


within its walls one could casoy: 
frigid imitations of the antique 
by Prederick Leighton (the first 
British artist to ho mode a peer), 
Edward Poynter, | or Lawrence | 
Alma Tademna, domestic anccdote, 
produced almost to a formula by | 
Augustus Eee, Poole, Mulready 
and Maclise; or the retrograde 
and Imagiuary mediacvalism of a 
small, thouzh perversely wiftad, 
croup of artists known as the 
Pre-Raphaclite Brotherhood. 

It was currently held that the 
function of art was to inspire 
noble emotipns. such as love, pity, 
or courage; that it must serve 
@ morn} and a.social end. The 
chicf expounder of thia doctrine 
was John Ruskin, Slade Professor 
of Fine Art in the University of 
Oxford.

AND CANTON - 


Canton, Aug. 19. 

For the benefit of closer 
trade relations between China 
and the United States and re- 
habilitution of industry in South 
China, Mr, William Pr. Wright, 
US. Consul in charge ef com- 

_ mercial affairs in Canton, will 
notify the authorities here the 
names of Ameritan firms who 
are ready to supply China with 
industrial installations and will 
do his best to render assistance 
to the Government and private 
firms in. obtaining ° supplies 
from the United States, accord- 
Ing to & letter he sent to 
Governor Lo Cho-ying. 

Mr. Wright also asked ¢x- 
porters of Chinese products who 
deaire to enter into business 
connections with firms in the 
“United States to get in touch 
with him at the American Con- 
sulate here. 

Governor Lo Cho-ying has 
forwarded the letter to the pro- 
vincial and city Chambers 6 
Commerce, and has promised 
to do his best to further com- 
mercial velations vetween South 
China and the United States. 

At the moment, there is very 
little legitimate trade hetween 
the United States and China ¢x- 
cept for some smuggled goods 
which are coming in quite stead- 
ily. Only a few American firms 
have re-opened bere, These in- 
clude the Standard-Vacuum Oil 
Company, United Underwriters 
and one or two smaller firma. 

Chinese merchants here look 
forward to the conclusion of a 
new Sino-American commercial 
treaty which will facilitate trade 
between the two countries. 
There, is some apprehension 
that difficulties caused by the 
internal strife may delay the 
successful conclusion of such. a 
treaty. — Associated Press,
